WASHINGTON — In the 
furious drive to secure protec- 
tions for “Dreamers” by week’s 
end, San Antonio Republican 
Will Hurd declared Tuesday 
that he has rounded up 40 
co-sponsors for bipartisan 
legislation that increases bor- 
der security while putting pro- 
visions of the expiring Deferred 
Action for Childhood Arrivals 
program into law.

“Congress in the years has 
proven that comprehensive and 
partisan, we don’t do very well. 
We're trying a different ap- 
proach.

Over the weekend, he found out that if a 
judge’s order stays in place for a few days, 
he’ll be able to renew his DACA work permit.

On Oct. 10, 1960, former Presi- 
dent Harry Truman spoke at a 
$50-a-plate fundraising dinner 
in San Antonio and declared 
that anyone planning to vote for 
Republican presidential nomi- 
nee Richard Nixon “ought to go 
to hell.” 

As a result of Give ’Em Hell 
Harry’s off-the-cuff remark, all 
hell certainly broke loose on the 
American political scene. Nixon 
condemned Truman and ex- 
pressed pride that he had 
served a president, Dwight 
Eisenhower, who restored “dig- 
nity and decency and, frankly, 
good language” to the White 
House. 

Thruston Morton, the Repub- 
lican national chairman, filed a 
protest with the Fair Campaign 
Practices Committee and called 
on John Kennedy, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, to condemn 
Truman’s “vile attack.” Ramsey 
Pollard, the president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, 
demanded that Truman (a fel- 
low Baptist) be “turned out of
